PROVINCIAL  ROAD  FROORAMMl 

The  Provincial  Government's  latest  road  pro- 
gramme, as  it  affect*  Vancouver  Island,  U  Inade- 
quate. Less  than  one-tenth  of  the  appropriation 
of  $1,500,000  is  to  be  spent  In  this  part  of  the 
Province,  although  there  la  approximately  one- 
•ixth  of  the  population  on  this  Island.  There  is 
another  ron.9ideratlon  In  the  allocation  ol  moneys 
for  road  purposes.  The  roads  of  the  Island,-  In  the 
matter- of  maintenance,  have  faiirn  into  a  bad 
state  of  repair  as  compared  with  many  roads  on 
the  Mainland.  ThU  portion  of  the  Province  has 
been  dUcrlmlilated  atalntt  for  some  years  past, 
both  in  new  ronstrurlion  and  in  maintenance. 
From  the  statement  made  by  the  Government 
about  lt»  new  programme  there  Is  evidence  that 
It  has  been  discriminated  against  once  /noro 
This  fact  makes  it  apparent  that  there  should 
be  Intensification  of  the  effort  to  bring  about  a 
united  voice  on  Vamouvor  I.sland  respect ing 
projects  affecting  its  welfare.  We  may  well  doubt 
If  there  wUl  be  anything  in  the  nature  of  general 
satisfaction  In  this  part  of  the  Province  over  the 
Oovernmrnt  s  latest  pronouncement  affecting 
road  expenditures. 

JAPAN  IN  NOBTH  CHINA 


For  the  time  being  the  acute  phase  of  thp 
troubles  In  North  China  appear  to  be  over,  but 
a  change  lias  come  about  In  the  Orient  that  may 
have  many  implications  affecting  the  future. 
There  U  an  extension  of  Japanese  domination 
thl|t  was  acrnmpll.shed  prartiraily  bloodlessly. 
The  Japanese  garrison  in  North  Cluna,  bacited  by 
the  Japanese  Army  In  Manchukuo,  has  become 
the  dominant  power  in  North  China.  The  Nankinf? 
Oovernment's  troops  are  being  evacuated.  All 
Other  demand!  made  by  Japan  have  been  ac- 
cepted Thr.se  .steps  were  considered  necessary 
to  put  an  end  to  antl-Japaijiese  agitation  in  that 
part  of  China.  A  precedent  has  been  established 
which  ultimately  iiuKht  apply  to  the  whole  of 
China  In  the  withdrawal  of  troops  obnoxious  to 
Japan,  and  In  the  expulsion  Of  the  Kuomlntang 
branches. 

A  Toklo  dispatch  .s'ays  tliaf  the  Peipinp;  Pnliti- 
cal  and  Military  Councils  arc  shaken  pa.si  ix- 
eovefy,  that  the  Central  Government's  authority 
north  of  the  Yellow  River,  which  was  never  very 
substantial,  Is  extinguished  and  that  this  remark- 
able extension  of  Japanese  influence  cannot  fall 
to  afTert  the  wider  situation  in  Mongolia.  No  .such 
cliange  in  political  and  military  ascendancy  has 
been  brouf^t  about  with  so  little  ado  in  a  long 
number  of  years.  Japan  has  inaugurated  a  policy 
the  repercussions  of  which  are  likely  to  be  felt 
for  many  decades  to  come. 

TUB  CHEERFUL  SCIENCE 


Much  water  ha«  flowed  under  the  bridge  since 

the  dyspeptic  Carlyie  injuriously  cliaraciorized 
economics  as  "the  dismal  science. '  Economics 
hai  at  least  thla  to  be  said  for  It,  namely,  that 
It  attempts  to  Rive  some  account,  and  not  neces- 
sarily a  dismal  one,  of  how  the  world  gets  its 
living.  Indeed,  at  the  lot  o(  the  common  man 
nearly  everywhere  has  been  steadily  ImprovlnR 
during  the  centuries,  perhaps  we  might  discon- 
tinue the  use  of  that  adjective  in  this  connection. 
Dismal  or  cheerful,  however,  the  study  of  eco- 
nomics Is  popular  at  the  moment.  Librarians  say 
that  books  on  the  subject  are  mucli  in  demand; 
editors  receive  many  letters  on  economics,  and 
everyone  know.s  that  many  people  are  talking, 
more  or  less  wisely,  about  it. 

Not  so  long  ago  metaphysical  discussion  was 
all  the  raRc.'At  the  time  of  the  New  Learning 
philosophy  and  religion  were  popular  subjects  of 
conversation:  We  may  be  pretty  sure  that  as  long 
a.s  tlie  depression  la.st.s  economics  Will  be  closely 
studied.  In  tlic  circumstances,  what  the  general 
pubUe  need  to  help  them  to  form  Just  and  sound 
colons  on  the  subject  Is  not  a  supply  of  learned 
t<»nes  full  of  technical  terms,  complicated 
sentences  with  many  qualifying  clauses.  full-paKc 
siaii.stical  tabulations,  terrifying  graphs,  and 
formidable  algebrale  formulas.  Primers  and 
Chatty  introductions  to  the  subject  prove  far 
more  uaef  ul. 

Some  one  has  said  that  there  may  be  a  Rreat 
deal  of  sound  sense  in  a  little  book  and  that  very 
valuable  ideas  may  be  expressed  In  simple  words 
Anyone,  therefore,  who  essays  to  write  an  intro- 
ductory book  on  any  subject  undertakes  a  diffi- 
cult and  responsible  task.  An  essential  requisite 
for  books  intended  for  beginners  is  that  the  foun- 
dations must  be  sound,  and  well  and  truly  laid 
also.  What  U  wanted  is  nr»  subtle  speculation 
but  sound  doctrine  clearly  and  simply  set  forth. 
A  Canadian  economist  who  occupies  the  chair  of 
eeonomlea  toi  an  Eastern  University,  Professor 
Humfrey  Mkshell.  has  written  a  book  on  Elemen- 
tary Economics  which,  as  its  title  indicates,  is 
Intended  not  for  the  pundits  and  mandarins  of 
economic  science,  but  for  the  inquirer,  for  the 
beginner  who  doe.«!  not  know  his  way  about  and 
whose  chief  need  is  to  find  Arm  looting  and 
acquire  a  aenie  of  direction.  Whatever  may  be 
^the^case  el.sewhere  it  is  clear  from  a  peru.«ial  of 
jrlmer  that  Professor  Mlchell  s  students  are 
With  sound  doctrine  on  fundamental 


^,  of  thtt  text  is  ceruinly  an  indl- 
vlduaUil.  Soetelbm  in  his  opinion  would  in  the 
la.1t  analysis  be  a  despotism.  He  beUevet  that 
Improvement  in  the  national  character  must 
begin,  not  with  the  political  structure  as  a  whole 
but  within  the  heart  of  the  IndlvidnaL  Re  con- 
siders that  "the  mo«t  am.azlnR  fact  that  emerges 
from  the  gigantic  expcrlmei>t  of  Communism  in 
Rttsrfa  la  tlM  way  la  nghkh  a  haadfni  of  deter- 
mined and  ruthless  despot's  have  been  able 
Rrithin  UmiU  aqd  broad  Umlts  at  that,  to  crush 
add  tedhrkhud  Mttetlvt  and  compel  obedience  to 
their  wills."

apparently,  for  he  believes  that  the  great  Im- 
provement m  the  condition  of  the  poor,  the 
benefits  they  share  with  the  rich,  the  raising  of 
the  whole  standard  of  living,  have  all  been 
brought  about  since  the  Industrial  Revolution 
and  the  Introduction  of  the  capitalistic  system  of 
large  scale  proportion. 

It  will  certainly  be  disappointinR  to  .some 
credulous  person^  who  believe  that  bankers  are 
magleians  who  can  crdkte  iom<iRfii|  out  of 
nothlnR,  that  Professor  Mlchell  dismisses  this 
fantastic  notion  as  merely  ab&urd.  HU  treatment 
of  the  subject  of  credit  may  be  briefly  para- 
phrased. A  borrower  desires  a  line  of  "credit." 
The  banker  has  confidence  In  the  soundness  of 
the  borrower's  position.  The  latter  has  assets, 
moral  as  well  as  physical.  These  arc  pledged  and 
he  gets  his  line  of  credit.  Equally,  however,  the 
public  has,  confidence  In  the  bank  and  readily 
accepts  the  borrower's  cheques,  presents  them  at 
the  bank  as  a  matter  of  course  and  contentedly 
receives  therefor  the  banks  promise  to  pay  on 
deinand.  There  was  nothing  thaumaturgie  about 
the  banker's  act  He  simply  placed  an  estimate 
upon  the  customer's  resources,  abilities^  and  char- 
acter, upon  his  reputation  or  credit,  and  under- 
took to  back  him  to  that  amount  with  the  bank's 
own  credit. 


BRITI8B  GOLF  CHAMPIONSHIP 


When  Mulrfleld  Is  a  wind-swept,  rain -soaked 
course,  a  seventy-two-hole  score  of  283  is  a  re- 
markable performance.  This  was  the  record  of 
Alfred  Perry,  who  yesterday  won  the  British  Open 
Golf  Championship  by  a  safe  margin.  He  haa 
proved  himself  stout-hearted,  physically  strong 
and  expert  at  the  game,  and  his  victory  Is  an 
outstanding  one  among  euch  championships.  The 
cream  of  American  Rolf  was  represented  In  tlie 
tournament  In  the  person  of  Macdonald  Smith, 
and  as  well  by  one  who  had  earned  the  reputation 
of  the  world's  greatest  golfer  In  the  person  of 
Henry  Cotton,  who  last  year  won  the  British 
championship.  There  were  notables  of  the  links 
from  other  countries  as  well.  The  result  proves 
that  British  golf  Is  second  to  none  played  any- 
where, at  least  In  the  professional  ranks.  No 
championship  played  under  such  weather  condi- 
tions has  ever  been  won  with  a  lower  score  on  a

was  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  Henry  Cotton  was 
ten  strokes  behind  the  leader.  It  was  a  memor- 
aMe  tournament  with  a  thoroughly  deserved  vic- 
tory for  one  of  England'!  leading  golfers.

In  The  Medican  Press  he  states 
that  there  are  five  general  or  com- 
mon types  of  mlgrane,  and  .the 
treatment  varies  according  to  the 
type. 

1.  Mlgrane  of  digestive  origin.  A 
diet  that  can  be  easily  followed 
should,  be  given.  The  only  fat  al- 
lowed is  fresh  butter. 

2  Micr.Tiie  due  to  sluggishne  ,s  or 
other  disturbances  of  the  gall  blad- j 
der  and  tlir  liver.     Here  a  diet  in  i 
which  all  fatly,  foods  are  avoided  is 
absolutely  necessary— butter,  cream,  I 
fat  meats,  egg  yolks,  oleomargarine,  j 
bacon,  cheese,  pork,  .salmon,  mack-  ] 
erel,  ice  crenin,  whole  milk.  These 
are  all  excellent  foods  and  should  be 
eaten  by  the  rest  of  us,  but  not  by 
one  who  has.  tha  "liver"  tjrpa  of  ml- 
grane. 

Tlie  treatment  In  this  liver  tv-pe  is, 
Uie  use  of  .small  doses  of  Epsom 
salts  before  breakfast  every  morn- 
ing, followed  by  lying  on  the  right 
side  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour  In 
order  to  "drain"  the  gall  bladder. 

3.  MiRrane  due  to  ".sen.sitlvenc.s.s ' 
to  foods  In  these  cases,  the  food 
causing'  the  symptoms  should  be 
looked  forafmeat.  eggs,  chocolate, 
starchy  or  other  foods  Patient 
mu.st  find  the  food  causing  the  trou- 
ble. 

4.  Mlgrane  due  to  some  gland  dis- 
turbance in  the  body->the  thyroid, 
the  generative,  and  the  pituitary  in 
base  of  skull.  in  these  cases  the 
gland  extracts  -  thvrold,  oVarian  and 
pituitary  are  helpful. 

5  Migrant  due  to  blood  preanire 
and  to  nervous  disturbances,  in 
which  restorative  drugs  are  recom- 
mended by  Dr  Paenir/ 

While  the.se  five  types  are  the 
definite  types,  some  cases  would  ap- 
pear to  be  of  "mixed"  variety;  that 
is,  they  are  due  to  more  than  one  of 
the  above  five  cau.ses.
